VALUE OF PRIMARY PRODUCTION 


(a) Gross Value is the value placed on recorded production at the wholesale price realised at the prin- 
cipal market. In cases where primary products are consumed at the place of production or where 


they become raw material for a secondary industry, these points of consumption are taken as the 
principal markets. 


(b) Marketing Costs comprise freight, cost of containers, commission, and other charges incurred in 
marketing. 


(c) Local Value is the value recorded at the place of production, and is obtained by deducting Marketing 
Costs from Gross Value. 


(d) Cost of Goods Consumed in the Process of Production covers seed and fertilisers used, pickling, sprays, 
dips, fodder consumed, fuel and oil, and other selected costs of a similar nature. 


(e) Net Value represents the return to the producer (farmer, pastoralist, mine owner, etc.) and is the 
sum available for payment of wages, interest, rent, depreciation, other overhead costs, and for 
the producer’s own income. It is obtained by deducting from Local Value the Cost of Goods Con- 
sumed in the Process of Production. 


Gross and Local Values of primary production involve some duplication as they include the 
products of certain primary industries which are consumed as raw materials by other industries in 
the group (¢.g. hay consumed by livestock). Furthermore, many of the materials consumed by 
primary industries are the products of secondary industry. However, duplication has been eliminated 
in calculating the Net Value of primary production by deducting the cost of both primary and secondary 
products consumed by primary industries, Therefore, Net Value of primary production should be 
used when comparing or combining values for primary industries with those for secondary industries.
